1. CAN SOLIDARITY EXIST WITHOUT CONSULTATIONS? 

AT A SPECIAL MEETING OF THE NORTH ATLANTIC COUNCIL ON 
OCTOBER 26, FRANCE SHARPLY OBJECTED TO THE US FAILURE 
TO CONSULT WITH THE NATO ALLIES ON DETAILS OF US-USSR 
CONTACTS ON THE MIDDLE EAST PROBLEM WHILE REQUESTING 
ALLIED SOLIDARITY TOWARD THE CONFLICT. THE ITALIANS 
AND BELGIANS JOINED THE FRENCH IN CRITICIZING THE 
LACK OF CONSULTATIONS, AND THERE WAS GENERAL CONCERN 
THAT US WORLD RESPONSIBILITIES AND THE NEED FOR 
SECRECY WILL CONTINUE TO LIMIT US WILLINGNESS TO

3. JAPANESE CONCERN OVER OIL INCREASING 

WITH JAPAN S DISCOVERY THAT IT IS NOT ONE OF THE

REACTION TO THE CURRENT MIDDLE EAST OIL CRISIS HAS 
CHANGED FROM ONE OF RELATIVE CALM TO INCREASING CON- 
CERN. THE INTERNATIONAL OIL MAJORS HAVE WARNED JAPAN 
OF IMPENDING OIL SUPPLY CUT-BACKS AND OF PRICE HIKES
